establish a reputation for even a shorter era 
than vasity can endure to think upon as the 
limit of its reign. 

The amusing stories of the Cornish Lass- 
es and St. Paul's, the Razor-Seller, and the 
Pilgrims and the Peas, we need hardly re- 
mind our readers were introduced into these 
Lyrics. and together with other pieces, not 
connected with the main purpose, gave va- 
riety and spirit ta the whole. 

His Maje-ty had been incidentally assailed 
in these compositions, but the next step of 
the poet was to assign an entire work to the 
loyal and laudable project of rendering his 
Sovereign ridiculous.

A striking and a melancholy conformity 
exists between the destiny of the two most 
illustrious men of genius whom Spain and 
Portugal have produced in| modern ages.— 
Crnvantns and Camorns—a conformity 
which reflects no honour on those countries, 
nor on the Sovereigns and Ministers who 
thus abandoned them to the tigours of ad- 
versity.—Both served on the expeditions 
undertaken against the Mahometans, in the 
Capacity of private soldiers, and both were 
wounded Camogns lost an eye before the 
town of Ceuta, in Morocco ; and Cervan- 
TEs lost his left hand at the celebrated na- 
vai bauie of Lepanto, gained by Don Jonx of 
Austria, in 57l,over the Turks. Esch 
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ofthem underwent Captivity, shipwreck, and 
adverse fortune.—.Re- 


'l the calamities of 
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turning to their native country, both were 
rand and deserted. Joun Hil. and Se-: 
Bastian, Kings of Portugal, seem to -have 
done as little to ameliorate the condition of 


reigns of Spain, did for CenVANTES. Each 
the pressure of disease, penury, and privas 
tions. Camoens breathed his last at Lishon, 
in 1579, at about 62 years of age,in an hos- 
pital, reproaching his covatrymen, as is as+ 
serted, for their cruel neglect. CERvanvss, 
extenvated by the progress of a dropsy, 
which was rendered more severe by want, 
preserved his constitutional gaiety of dispo- 
sition to the last moments of his existence, 
expired, it may be almost said, _with the 
pen in his hand, and seemed to triumph o- 
ver dissolution by the elasticity and energy 
of his mind. ; 
He died at Madrid in 16!6, ayear which 
likewise deprived the world of Saaxzs- 
prare! The author of the Lusiad and the 
writer of Don Quirote were both thrown in- 
to the ground without even the .decencies 
of an ordinary funeral; nor can the spot 
where cither of their remains are deposit- 
ed, be even ascertained at the present time. 
It is impossible to consider these facts, with- 
out emotions of mingled concern and indig 
nation.—Yet Dante. Tasso, and GaLt 1Le0, 
among the Italians ; Spzexcer, Orway, and 
CHATTERTON among the Engtish, appear to 
have experienced scarcely a miider fate. 





GEORGE STEEVENS 

The following Inscription, from the pen of 
Mr. William Hayley, is engraven on a monu- 
ment tothe memory of George Steevens, 
the commentator of Shakespeare. 

“In the middle aisle of :his chapel lie the 
remains of George Sieevens, Esq. who al- 
ter having cheerfully employed a considera- 
ble portion of his life and forvune in_ the il- 
lustration of Shekespearce, expired at Hamp 
stead, on the 22d of January, 1800, in his 
60th year.

DAVID GABRICK, ESQ. 


We question if all the pages of praise and 
compliment, justly bestowed on that une- 
qualled and immortal actor Garrick, can 
furnish an effusion of equal strength and 
point with the following by the reverend 
James Townly. Within a few days_of Gar- 
rick’s departure in 1764, for his continental 
tour, he was passing an evening with his 
friend Mr. Townly, and facetiously asked 
him if he had no poctick adieu ready ; which 
in a few minutes produced the following : 


* When Garrick’s steps the Alps have trod, 
Prepar'd to enter mighty Rome, 

The amphitheatre shall nod, 
And Rosciss shudder in his tomb.” 


SUICIDE. 


Suicrpe was not always held infamaus a- 
mong christians. When the Spanish count 
Gerontius revolted against the emperor, 
Constantine, and in order to “avoid heing 
captured, had determined on voluntary death, 
his wife, who was a Christian, desired to be 
slain first, and fell on his sword. Her death 
is praised by the ecclesiastick historian 
Sozomen, as worthy of Aer religion, and of 
in.mortal fame. 

The whole sect of Donatists was celebrat- 
ed for producing suicides. St Pelagia jump- 
ed out of a window ; and St. Apollonia into 
the fire. 

-Two of the modern Christian clergy, the 
abbe of St Cyranin his Question Royale, 
and Dr. Donne in his Biatharatos, have un- 
dertakcn the apology of self- removal They 
tréat the deaths of Samson and Eleazar as 
voluntary ; also those of various primitive 
martyrs ; and they quote with complacence 
the letter of St. Ignatius, bishop of Antioch, 
in which he forbids any attempt to obtain his 
reprieve ; | Voluntariug morior quia mihi 
utile eat mori. 

Among the ancients, the Stoicks defended, 
and the Platonicks objected to, suicide ; so 
that Cato is unlikely to have associated to- 
gether the panegyric of Plato and self- 
slaughter. 

At Marscilies, in the time of Valerius 
Maximus, the magistrates enjoyed an ex- 
Clusive privilege of permitting suicide. 
They kept doses of hemlock, and allowed 
those persons to buy them, who could give 
sufficient reasons for wishing to retire, be- 
_ the hour of nature, from the banquet of f 
ifc.
